Conservation Program announced 
today from Washington, D. C., are 
similar to this year’s program, stat- 
ed W. B. Parker, state AAA éxecu- 
tive officer, in summarizing pro- 
visions of interest to California 
farmers. 

Classification of counties into A 
and B areas and exemption of 20- 
acre farms from deduction pro- 
visions will be continued in next 
year’s program.

Maximum payments to be earned 
; under the 1939 program by an in- 
dividual, a corporation, a partner- 
ship or an estate are limited to 
$10,000. Conservation payments will

Under-Sea Gold Mining To Use 


OAKLAND. ‘(\P) — With gold de- 
posits known to exist under tne 
sea in Stevens’ Passage, 18 miles 
from Juneau, Alaska, John C. Wil- 
liams, engineer of this city, is com- 
pleting an under-sea dredge that 
make exploitation of under- 
sea gold ore possible. 

Williams’ invention for undersea 
gold mining consists of u 10-ton 
steel dredge with two buckets and 
an attachment that converts the 
ocean currents into power. 
says that at 1000 feet the ocean can 
provide 350 horsepower. 

The dredge now being built can 
operate at a depth of 3000 feet, al-
